A BLIND GIRL 10 
FINISH COLLEGE 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch... « 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Through the 
generosity and self-sacrifice of _ her 
classmates, the Barnard seniors, Mar- 
garet Hogan, the blind student, who ex- 
pected to begin her career as a bread 
winner yesterday, will be enabled to re 
main for her fourth year at the college 
to complete her course and win her 
A. B. 

Four. hundred and fifty dollars to cov- 
er her expenses have been placed in the 
hands of the girl. As a performance in 
high finance !t has no equal in Bdrnard 
student annals. The money was raised 
in three days, and saved Miss Hogan 
to the class by a margin of 48 hours. 

Margaret Hogan was early left’ an 
erphan and received her instruction at 
the institution for the blind at Ninth 
avenue and Thirty-fourth street. A 
rich woman unde © is to pay for her 
roaintenance in the »llege dormitory, 
Brcoks Half, of the teachers’ college. 
It was just before the beginning of the 
present session that Miss Hogan 
learned ‘that the fund for her support 
had been exhausted and that she would 
be expected by this friend who had for- 
warded her progress to provide for her- | 
self. Her plan had been to become an 
edvanced teacher of the blind, history 
being her chosen subject and to teach 
from the odllege standpoint. 

Miss Hogan, however, bravely set 
about obtaining the post that must be 
open to her under the altered conditions 
and arranged to take a place as a 
teacher of blind children in an insti-' 
tution. She had kept her trouble to her- 
colt and the seniors only learned the

A meeting of World’s Fair directors 
was held at the Mercantile Club Monday 
afternoon to consider a.question put to 
David R. Francis by the Post-Dispatch 
relative to the World’s Fair switching. 
arrangement with the Colorado and 
Rock Islan’ railroads. 

The meeting was called by Pierre 
Chouteau, 8S. M. Kennard, Breckinridge 
Jones and others, and. was attended by 
$1 of the original 93 directors of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. 

Kennard, in opening the mieeting, said: 

“Gentlemen, we have been called to 
meet here this evening, as I understand 
it, by some of the friends of Gov. 
Francis, in order that we may express 
our sentiments in regard to the Gover- 
nor’s honesty, his integrity and every- 
thing that goes to make up a good and 
able man, the man who acted as presi- 
dent of the greatest World's Fair the 
world has ever known, 

“Now, Gov. Francis is not in position, 
as I understand it, to enter into a dis- 
cussion with newspapers in regard to his 
past, in regard to his career. He is not 
in @ position, while making a canvass 
of the State, to be subject to questions 
every day which he would probably 
have to refer to records ‘to satisfac- 
torily answer, and even then he would 
always be subject to an opening for a 
newspaper with 365 days in which to 
express their sentiments; he would al- 
ways be at a disadvantage. 

“But we who were associated with 
him in the World's Fair are in a po- 
sition, I believe, to reconcile the state- 
ment which he made at Liberty, Mo., 
and which he was called upon by the 
Post-Dispatch to answer. I would like 
to ask Mr. Stevens to read that.”’ 

The Question Read. 

Walter B. Stevens, secretary of the 
Exposition company, then read from the 
list of questions the Post-Dispatch has 
been putting to Francis since Wednes- 
day of last week, this one: 

““At Liberty on Oct. 3 you said: ‘I 
never received one cent of compensation, 
direct or indirect, for that work’—mean- 
ing your work as president of the 
World’s Fair. 

“How do you reconcile that statement 
with the fact that you had a half in- 
terest in the Colorado Railroad, which 
had a monopoly of switching and haul- 
ing of all the freight in and out of the 
World's Fair grounds; that you sold this 
interest at a profit of more than $1,000,- 
000 to the Rock Island, taking stock to 
the amount of $4,760,000 in that rail- 
road, which then acquired the Colorado's 
World’s -Fair monopoly privilege?’ 


W. B. Stevens’ Statement. 

Kennard, who was acting as chair- 
man, then asked Secretary Stevens to 
read a statement prepared by himself 
and Isaac 8. Taylor, who was director 
of works at the World's Fair. Secre- 
tary Stevens then read the following 
statement to show the relations that 
existed between the World’s Fair and 
the Colorado Railroad and the Rock 
Island Railroad: 


To the Board of Directors. 


The relations of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition Co. to the Colorado 
Railroad are shown fully and clearly 
in the minutes and correspondence of 
the files of the director of works and 
of the secretary. .Those records dis- 
prove definitely and positively the as- 
sertions of the Post-Dispatch that a 
“monopoly privilege’ of switching and 
hauling freight into and out of the 
World’s Fair grounds was given to the 
Colorado as alleged by the Post-Dis- 
patch. They show that during the short 
period of switching by the Colorado the 
work was done at the urgent request 
of the Exposition company and at a loss 
by the Colorado Railroad. They show 
that the Rock Island upon ‘purchase of 
the Colorado terminated the arrange- 
ment as quickly as it could be done 
without inconvenience to the Exposi- 
tion. The facts shown by our records 
are these: 


In the winter of 192 the first con- 
tracts for construction of the World's 
Fair were let. There was no railroad 
connection with the World's Fa'r 
grounds. There was one single wagon 
road leading into the site. Skinker road 
was being graded. De Baliviere avent'e 
was not made. Lindell drive was a pri- 
vate right of way and was fenced. The 
Executive Committee was asking the 
railroads to form an organization, iay 
tracks on the World’s Fair grounds 
and operate them jointly. The rail- 
roads offered to build to the boundary 
of the World's Fair, but maintained 
the position that the Exposition com- 
pany should build and operate its own 
terminals. A special committee of the 
Exposition, composed of Breckenridge 
Jones, Nathan Frank and Murray 
Carleton conducted a with 
the railroads. 

With contractors prentinn and valu- 
able time passing, the director of work: 
urged that at least a temporary rali- 
road connection be furnished. He pre- 
@ented the situation as forcibly as na 
knew how to Mr. William H. Thomp- 
son, chairman of the Committee on 
Grounds and Buildings. At that time 
the Missouri Pacific and the Frisco 
were building from the Des Peres Vai- 
ley to the south line of the park. The 
Wabash was negotiating for a crossing 
of the Catlin tract. The only road 
which touched the World’s Fair bounda- 
ary was the Colorado. 

. Mr. Thompson sent for

Park, where contractors were clam- 
oring for material. 
Mr, Scullin demurred, pointing out 
difficulties. Mr. Thompson urged. 
Mr.) Scullin yielded. The spur was 
put in and as needed, additional 
trackage. On the 18th of March, 1902, 
the first car was switched into the 
World’s Fair Grounds. The charge 
for switching into. the grounds was 
fixed at $4eper car, of which 26 per 
‘jcent, or $1, was paid into the treas- 
ury ‘of the Exposition. The charge 
was not sufficient to pay for the 


cost of the services, It was fixed in 


accordance with a policy to encour- 
age contractors in their bidding and 
was in line with Exposition practice. 
This arrangement continued five 
weeks. On the 33d day of April the 
Colorado Ratlreed was sold to the 
Rock Island. 

On the 7th of May, President Fran- 
cis answering inquiry of Julius 8. 
Walsh, chairman, and Joseph Ramsey 
Jr., vice-chairman of the Transporta- 
tion Committee of the Expositon 
company, wrote: 

“Any roa@ reaching the bounda- 
ries of the Exposition grounds will be 
permitted to connect with these 
tracks in order to deliver and receive 
carg from the same, providing con- 
nection is made at a point approved 
by the Exposition company, and pro- 
viding approach to the Bxposition 
grounds is made in such a manner as 
not to obstruct or deface the main ap- 
proach to the grounds.” 

On May 10, in response to further in- 
quiry, President Francis wrote to Chair- 
man Waleh and Vice-Chairman Ram- 
sey, elaborating his first letter:

No act of 
his was the subject of criticism by 
anyone who knew the facts.

Dickmann reported that Bohman did 
not complain of any pain in the head 
when found. Investigation in the neigh- 
borhood of De Kalb and Barton streets 
failed to throw any light on the man- 
ner in which Bohman came by his in- 
fury.

Four German Experts Land 
and Find Trouble in Get- 
ting Their Gas Bags. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
- “Bureau to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Four German 
balloonists who will take part in the 


international balloon race next week / 


in confection with the aviation meet 
in St. Louls, arrived in New York to- 
day on the Kronprizessen Cecile. 
They brought three balloons with 
them and also a-lot of trouble for 
Courtlandt Field Bishop, president of 
the Aero Club, who met them at the 
pier. 

‘The German entrants had been in- 
structed to send their balloons on 
ahead or élse to bring them as per- 
sonal baggage. Instead they shipped 
them as freight on the Kronprizessen 
Cecile ang Bishop found to his dis- 
may. that the balloons were hidden 
away in the hold. 

Had the big gas bags been brought 
in as personal baggage they could have 
been declared at the plier and released 
at once. The fact that they came as 
freight necessitated taking them to the 
public stores and the unwinding of a 
lot of red tape. Under ordinary circum- 
stances, they could not be released in 
time to he in St. Louis Monday, but 
the customs officials promised to expe- 
dite things’for this occasion and {ft is 
hoped to get them ougé, 

Capt. Hugo von Abercron, a German 
army officer, is the most prominent of 
the quartet of balloonists. He was third 
in the Bennett Cup race which started 
from St. Louis three years ago, and is 
confident of winning the big prize this 
year. He is accompanied by August 
Bianckertz, an expert and veteran as- 
cénsionist, who will be his companion in 
the flight from St. Louis. 

His balloon is called the Germania, It 
is an immense silk bag covered with 
powdered aluminum, which makes it 
look like @ great ball of silver in the 
air. The aluminum’ covering, according 
to the Captain, protects the balloon from 
sun, rain and electricity and is a novel- 
ty in balloon equipment. 

Engineer Hans Gericke of the German 
army brings his big balloon, Dusseldorf 
II. Lieut. Leopold Vogt has the bal- 
loon, Halbug. He won the first. prize 
in the Essen tournament last year and is 
considered one of the most daring navi- 
gators of the air in Europe. 

The German balloons are plain spheri- 
cal bags, and when they go up in the 
air must go with the wind.

Then, as he noticed a peculiar orna- 
ment worn by the hostess, he said, ‘I 
see you are wearing the lion trophy.” 

The trophy, which Mrs. Bixby was 
wearing as a brooch, was a small bone 
from the jaw of a lion kiJled by William 
McMillan. The custom of making up 
such bones into ornaments had become. 
known to Roosevelt in Africa. — 

In the Bixby nome, which {is packed 
with treasures of art and -bibliography, 
Col. Roosevelt showed greater enthusi- 
asm than at any previous point. 

“Bully!’’ he cried at a Whistler paint- 
ing. ‘‘I’d like to stay here all day.’’ 
And he seemed to mean the latter as- 
sertion, for Nathan Frank had little 
success in trying to hurry him away in 
order to get back to the hotel on sched- 
ule time. 

From the art gallery: he was led into 
the large library, the repository of one 
of the most valuable collections of books 
in the United States. The host, choosing 
his choicest specimens to exhibit, pro- 
duced first the original manuscript of 
John Howard Payne’s “‘Home, Sweet 
Home.”’ 

“My, my;’*. commented the. former 
President, “that’s very interesting! How 
I wish Mrs. Roosevelt could be here.” 

Some letters:of Mrs. Lincoln, never 
published, were next shown. Then 
the colonel gave another exclamation 
of delight as Bixby unfolded the yel- 
low commission of George Washing-f 
ton as commander-in-chief of § the 
Cclonial. armies, signed by John Han- 
cock. 

“That was the great thing about 
John Hancock,” remarked Roosevelt, 
“his signature.” 

Next came the autographs of all the 
presidents, including one of Roosevelt’s 
own. “I'd like to stay. here,’’ the Colonel 
repeated as he scanned the collection 
with repeated expressions of interest. 
*“T wish I didn’t. have to gs with thaws: 
Republicans this evening.”’ 

As committeemen finally. tore him 
away from the Bixby curios, he said to 
Mrs. Bixby, “This has been the most 
enjoyable part of my day. I couldn’t 
pase by this beautiful house, after I had 
heard something of what it contained.” 

The party reached the ceeermOn a few 
minutes after noon. 

Meets an Old Friend. 

When he arrived at the hotel, 
Roosevelt gave a striking instance of 
his retentive memory. At the door 
of the hotel a gray-haired man 
pushed his way forward and held out 
his hand. 

Roosevelt grasped it warmly say~- 
ing, “Why, hello, Frank Moore. I'm 
tgiad to see you.” . 

“T didn’t think you'd recognize me,” 
said the old ‘man. 

“Why,” said the Colonel, “I remem- 
ber when your father took me in to 
sleep in a room where 14 other# were 
sleeping up on the Little Missouri River 
years ago.’ 

“Can't I ae a ‘talk with you?” asked 
Moore. 

. “No,” said- Roosevelt, holding both of 
the old man’s “hands. ‘‘My time is all 
taken up, but, by George, I’m giad to 
see you.”

Physician Declares Schuster 


Boy Received 5000 Units 
in 30 Minutes. -_ 


CONVULSIONS 


Asserts Lad Showed Symp- 
toms of Disease at Home 
and at Dispensary. 


Richard M. Schuster of 1220 Pine street 
blames city dispensary physicians for 
feflure to diagnose the case of tetanus 
from which his 6year-old son, Robert, 
wes suffering, and from which he sub- 
sequently died. 


When the boy was taken to the dis- 


pensary the last time, he had ‘suffered 
a convulsion, the father says. ‘He was 
dragging his feet and his jaws were 
set so that he could not open them. 


These symptoms are characteristic of 
tetanus. Dispensary physicians pried 


upon his teeth, looked at his throat and |. 


told Schuster, he says, that the boy 
had nothing but a cold. He was ad- 
vised to take the patient home. 

The boy was yatcinated Sept. 25. The 
arm became sore@ and his father took 
him to the dispensary, where it was 
treated a week with antiseptics. Schus- 
ter denies the statement of Dr. M. C. 
Woodruff, vaccine physician for the 
Board of Health, that the scab was 
knocked off with a stone. The first 
convulsion occurred last Thursday and

Scott said, “and told me that the 
board was interested in the case be- 
cause the tetanus had. developed from 
a compulsory vaccination, and he 
called Saturday to see the patient.

IN MINE: SEARCH 
ON FOR 40 MORE 


Work of Rescue in Starkville, 
Colo., Hindered by Deadty 
After Damp. 








By Associated Press. 
STARKVILLE, Colo., Oct. 1i1.—Fifty- 
four hours after the explosion occurred 


in the Starkville mine of the Colorado 


Fuel and Iron Co., entombing more than | 


50 men, the first of the bodies of the 
victims were found by searchers. Tyo 
men were found at 3:50 o’clock this 
morning in chamber. 30 of entry J-7, 
1200 feet from the meuth of the mine, 
and at 5:30 o’clock eight more were 
found in chambers 381 to 35. 

The condition of the bodies indicates 
that the men were killed instantly by 
the terrific force of the explosion. Sev- 
eral were badly burned, but none was 
disfigured beyond identification. 

President Welborn did not believe any 
more bodies would be found soon, for 
the reason that the other imprisoned 
men were company men and were scat- 
tered through the various workings en- 
gaged in repair work and similar pur- 
suits. : 

The work of rescue was tedious and 
delayed by the presence of deadly after 
damp which had accumulated in great 
quantities in the chambers off entry 
J-7. Stops were necessary to give the 
air from the portable fan a chance to 
dissipate the after damp. Where possi- 
ble the rooms filled withthe deadly gas 
were bratticed: and isolated from the 
entry so that the bad air was held 
inside.

JOHNSTONE IMPROVES 





Aviator Feared a Fall and 
Pleaded to Use the Old 
Type of Machine. 





Alfred Le Blanc, famous French bird- 
man, said Tuesday that he would make 
the first flight in a Bleriot monoplane 
in the United States in the presence 
of Theodore Roosevelt, at 3 p. m. Le 
'Blanc’s machine is like that in which 
| Bleriot flew across the English chan- 
nel, 

A. L. Welch of the be gti corps 
; was scheduled to start at 2 p. m. in an 
| effort to break the American endur- 
j}ance record of 3 hours 6 minutes and 5 
:seconds, held by Ralph Johnstone, who 
| was injured at the field Monday. Exhi- 
bition flights by Arch Hoxsey, Walter 
| Brookins, Clifford Turpin and Alec 
Ogilvie were on the program. 

‘Hoxsey said that he would make a 
personal attempt to persuade Col. 
Roosevelt to make a flight with him. 
In a telegram to Hoxsey, the lion hunter 
declined an invitation to battle with the 
air currents, 

Johnstone Feared Tumble. 

Half an hour before Johnstone fell in 
his aeroplane Monday afternoon at 
the Kinloch Park field, he begged Roy 
Knabenshue, manager for the Wright 
brothers, to let him use a machine 
which was equipped with a front ele- 
vating rudder. 

In the new type of Wright machine, 
the front elevator has been discarded 
and the aeroplane is raised or lowered 
by a rudder in the rear. .Only one of 
the old type machines is on the ground. 

“T don’t feel at home in the new ma- 
chines, Johnstone nervously pleaded. ‘“‘I 
haven’t learned -how to manage them 
yet. I’d rather use the old one.” 

Knabenshue replied that Alec Ogilvie 
had never flown in the new machines 
and that the old one was being re- 
served for him. 

“Go ahead, Ralph, you can do it all 
right,’’ Knabenshue said. 

A minute after Johnstone was ex-~- 
tricated from the wreckage of his 
aeroplane, he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“I knew before I went up. that I 
would fall. I asked them to give me 
the machine with the front rudder, 
but they wouldn't do it.” 

Johnstone, before joining’ the 
Wright corps; looped the loop on a 
bicycle for a living. It was said 
Tuesday that his injuries, a sprained 
wrist and lacerated ankles, would pre- 
vent his flying again during the St. 
Louis meet. 

Baldwin Explains Accident. 

Capt. Thomas S. Baldwin, whg made 
the Mississippi River flight in an aero- 
plane, witnessed the accident, and 
explained it as follows: 

“An aeroplane is supported .by a 
column of compressed air, which ex- 
tends from the machine to the ground. 
When an aviator makes abrupt turns 
warping the machine at a sharp angle, 
the aeroplane tilts on the pillar of air 
like a see-saw with one end pressed 
down to the ground and the other 
high in the air. 

‘Johnstone made such a sharp turn, 
with his machine tilted at so acute an 
angle, that the aeroplane slid off its 
column of air and crashed to the 
earth.’”’ 

A few minutes after Johnstone fell, 
3rookins electrified the crowd by 
wheeling half a dozen times over the 
spot where the wreckage lay and ecx- 
hibiting his superb control of his ma- 
chine by performing again and agaili 
the quick turn at which his fellow avia- 
tor came to grief. 

Le Blanc gave a voluble display of 
seronautic temperament and temper 
when he reached the grounds Monday 
afternoon and found that a St. Louis 
mechanic had assembled his Bleriot 
girhonoplane. The irascible little Parisian, 
his face and hands raised to the heav- 
ens, called upon all the gods to wit- 
ress that-.an act of profanation had 
been perpetrated. 

Then he stripped off his coat and 
‘began tearing the monoplane to pieces 
in order to reassemble it with his own 
hands. He was assisted by three French

Right of OneSection to Force; 


Its Moral Standard Upon 
~ Another Js Denied. 





A. E. L. Gardner of St. Louis Cour- 
ty, Republican candidate for United * 
States Senate, announced Tuesday that 
he is opposed to State-wide prohibi- 
tion. 

Gardner is the 
date for that office who has put him-, 
self on record on this question. He ia 
an attorney, but his. statement _§fre- 
views the situation not only from a 
legal, but also from an 
standpoint. It is as follows: 

“IT am opposed. to constitutional 
amendment No. 10, providing for State- 
wide prohibition in Missouri. I believe 
that each community in the State should 
have the right to regulate the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in its own way. 
The law now in this State gives each 
county the right to regulate the liquor 
traffic, and this law is the embodiment 
of that principle of home rule, for which 
the Republican party of this State has 
stood for many years. 

‘The use of intoxicating liquors is 
primarily a moral question, and it is 
not in harmony Wwith the principles of 


our State or National Government to! 


empower, by law, one community to 
thrust upon another community a con- 
formity to its moral or religious senti- 
ments, and any effort, authorized by 
law, for such purpose, must meet with 
failure. 

**Moreover, almost one-half the reve- 
nue required to support the State ad- 
ministration of our various institutions 
of an educational and eleemosynary 
character is paid by’ the interest which 
would be destroyed by Statewide prohi- 
bition.

In your editorial “The Jacksonian Test,” you

From the Norfolk (Va.) Ledger Dispatch. 

The city of Norfolk can do nathing 
better tun to adopt the national sys- 
tem of‘ weights and measures, and to 
appoint. officers to see that none but 
just scaies and measures are used. ‘he 
Ordinance Committee, we understand, 
has the matter before it, and it is 
doubtless fully aware of the great im- 
portance of the subject. 

In New York City on the 18th of July 
Commissioner Clement J. Briscoll of the 
Bureau of Weights and Measures broke 
up in front of the city hall 1000 pairs 
of spring scales, 800 of counter bal- 
ances and 500 sets of measures that 
had been fixed to cheat. 

Mr. Briscoll gave the throng that 
passed by a practical demonstration of 
the methods employed to defraud the 
public out of millions of dollars. This 
was the result of his first month’s 
work, and is positively startling in its 
immensity. 

Certainly the orions of foodstuffs are 
high. enough without an increase by 
false weights and measures. We have 
seen it recently asserted that while 4 
per cent of household expenses was for 
foods, that not over 35 per cent of ac- 
tual value was secured by the pur- 
chaser, owing to the wide extent to 
which short weights and measures were 
used. 

It is one of the municipal problems 
that is entitled to immediate considera- 
tion and to vigorous action.

Postmaster-General Thinks 
He Has Been Abused and 
Threatens to Resign. 


SPLIT IN THE CABINET 


President’s Failure to Take a 
Firm Stand Said to Be Chief 
Cause of Trouble. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau .of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—President 


Taft is today face to face with tie first 
split in his cabinet. He and Postmaster- 


General Frank H. Hitchcock have dis-| 


agreed. 


The breach began several months aco.’ 


Daily it has been widening, until now 
there is evidence of an open rupture and 
the possible resignation of the Post- 


master-General.. During the 
months Mr. Taft and his Postmaster- 
General have disagreed many times, but 
principally over matters of politics and 
patronage. 

Lack ' of ‘appreciation and a strong 
tendency on the. part of the President to 
avoid taking a firm stand and keeping 
it, is said to be the chief cause of the 
trouble. 

United States Senators Murray Crane 
end Jonathan Bourne and Sidney Bieter, 
Republican national committeemen from 
the District of Columbia, haveé*been the 
chief principals in bringing about the 
rupture. It was the President’s attitude 
over the appointment of Bieber as Col- 
lector of Customs for, the port of 


Georgetown which led up to and in aj! 


large measure caused the break. 
Hitehcock’s Men Sidetracked, 

The President depended almost en- 
tirely upon Hitchcock to dispense pat- 
ronage. With the exceptions of judicial 
and like appointments Mr. Hitchcock 
named the men for all places. Several 
of his men were sidetracked and thuse 
recommended by Senator Crane and 
Others substituted. This cgused Mr. 
Hitchcock no‘end of trouble. It placed 
him in a bad light with.the forces upon 
which he depended for action at a 
future time. It has caused no end of 
explaining on his part to the. factors 
who make up national conventions.. 

It was the Postmaster-General who 
first refused to give the insurgent mem- 
bers of the Republican party any 
patronage. He took this drastic step 
only after conbulting with the Presi- 
dent and with the President's full ap- 
proval, according to the informant. As 


‘|everyone knows, Mr. Taft has receded 


from this position. He did it, friends 
of both the President and Mr. Hitch- 
cock declare, long before he made his 
famous announcement at Beverly this 
summer that Republicans of all shader 
were to tjfare in any patronage the 
titular head of the party had to dis- 
pense. This only aggravated matters, 
it is declared. 

Just before Congress adjourned, Mr. 
Taft sent -to the Senate for the third 
time the name of Sidney Bieber to be 
Collector of the Port of Georgetown. 
For the third time the Senate failed to 


act on the recommendation because Sen-*| 


ator ‘Bourne of Oregon objected on per- 
sonal grounds. 

The reason Ife objected to Bieber, Sen- 
ator Bourne told his friends, was. be- 
cause the incumbent of the office, How- 
ard Nyman, was a member of the ex- 
clusive Metropolitan Club, to which 
Senator Bourne and a number of blue- 
stocking miembers of the Senate and 
House belonged. President Taft himself 
is an ‘canine om member. : 


Taft Backed Down, 
When’ hh ee Bourne made known his 


reasons and they reached the Presi- 
dent’s ears he refused to insist upon 
Bieber’s appointment, notwithstanding 
the fact that he could have hauled 
Bourne off, is the way the story is told. 

Bieber had aided Hitchcock in many 
ways since the latter’s appointement as 
head of the Republican National Com- 
mittee and his selection as Postmaster- 
General. Hitchcock told President Taft 
of the aid he had received from Bieber, 
even of the latter’s going into various 
states during the past presidential cam- 
paign and working as a silent member 
of the staff. Bieber also had the in- 
dorsement of Speaker Cannon and Vice- 
President Sherman for work he had 
done for them in the field. When Mr. 
Hitchcock told President Taft that Bie- 
ber wanted the Collector’s job the Presi- 
dent said it was small reward for a man 
who had done so much for the party 

In due time Bieber’s name was sent 
to the Senate. It struck a snag at once 
in the person of Thomas H. Carter. 
Some few years ago Bieber owned some 
land in the district which the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad wanted and he refused 
to let-them have it. Hitchcock succeed- 
¢' in hauling Carter off and then Bourne 
hopped on. He did so only after the 
incumbent of the office had been -to 
Bourne and about all the other mem- 
bers of the Metropolitan Club. Nyman 
hed held the office for years. 


Finally Names Negro. 
The President withdrew the nomina- 


tion. After a conference with the Post- 
master-General he again submitted it. 
For the second time opposition arose 
and the President withdrew the nomina- 
tion. The same thing happened a third 
time. Bieber then withdrew and the, 
President named a negro as a successor

Toe of late American taflors 
and dressmakers deny her cigim 
to that distinction, France/ en- 
joyed the reputation as originajor , of 
fashions so long it is not strange that 
many of her superstitions are connected 
with dress. 


That a colored wedding dress “means 
abandonment’’ is so deep-rooted a su- 
perstition in France that the very 
peasant girls, otherwise given to multi- 
colored adornment, discard the gay rib- 
bons ang red or blue frocks for pure 
white at their nuptials. This French 
fashion, Mike thousands of others, was 
adopted in the United States, and is 
certainly the most appropriate our wo- 
men borrowed from their French sis- 
ters, for white denotes purity, truth 
and hope. The divinities of the ancients 
were habited in white. 

When, some fifteen years ago, the late 
Czar Alexander ordered in Paris a wed- 
ding dress of cloth of silver for his 
daughter-in-law-to-be (the present Cgar- 
ina), old-fashioned Frenchmen shook 
their heads and phophesied that the 
future Empress would not have a happy 
life. Today everybody knows that the 
augury came true. Though Alexandria's 
domestic relations are happy, a series 
of illnesses and political troubles have 
marred her existence as the wife of a 
powerful monarch. Her wedding dress 
should have been ‘“‘white as the new 
snow,” say the Frenchmen. 

However, the Russian Emperor prob- 
ably. chose another shade of white be- 
cause of a Russian superstition which

course to pursue*if bitten by a 
venomous snake is: First, keep calm 
and don’t imagine that you are going 
to die, for you are not. Second, act 
quickly and sanely; much depends 
upon what is done the first few min- 
utes before the poison has a chance 
to disseminate. Third, make a liga- 
ture above the wound with a well- 
knotted handkerchief, a bit of cloth- 
ing, or a stout twine, and tighten 
with a.stick thrust through the loop 
and twisted until the cloth sinks 
deeply into the skin. Fourth, ster- 
flize a knife blade by passing it slow- 
ly through &@ match flame, then cut 
into each fang puncture as wide as 
the blade and about one-fourth of an, 
inch in soft flesh; if against a bon 
the wound will be shallow. Fifth, 
saueeze the poison out with the flow.

around the wounds. Sixth, stop the 
flow of blood with a bit of clean pa- 
per, clean hands, and plentiful saliva, 
so as to cause a healthy scab, and 
thereby very necessarily prevent 
biood poisoning, which would prove 
in an already unhealthy part far 
more serious than half a dozen snake 
bites. Seventh, remove the ligature 
to prevent gangrene, and remain as 
quiet ag possible or move slowly to 
a convenient place of rest. Eighth, if 
depression of the heart action is ob- 
served, take a finger of whisky, not 
more, and repeat the dose frequent- 
ly to accelerate heart action. 

It may be. well for any one, espe- 
cially a timid person, to carry with 
him to any snake-infested camp a 
pocket hypodermic case, containing a 
good clean needle and a vial of po- 
tassium permanganate crystals. 
While the wound is bleeding from 
the knife cuts, dissolve the crystals 
in a little water, producing a deep 
purple color, fill the hypodermic and 
inject the fluid into and close around 
both fang punctures. Then stop the 
bidod. Permanganate solution when 
fresh is a powerful oxidizing agent 
and destroys the toxic character of 
the venom whenever coming in con- 
tact with it. Rubbing a lot of the 
finely ground crystals into the open 
wounds before stopping the flow of 
blood may be restorted to when the 
hypodermic is not at hand. 

But above all, keep the wound 
clean and do not become frightened, 
remembering that many persons and 
animals have suffered very little 
from snake bite when not a thing 
was done for them, and that others
